for BASIC? 



■ig used BASIC. Pascal. Forth. Lugo and various i 
tages, we fail to see why people settle for BASIC, whic 
feel is one of the most complicated. 

Pascal and Forth, for example, are much easier Ic. 
because nf proper programming structure* which removi 
need for complicated jumping. It is much easier to understand 
WHILE hungry, EAT than 10 IF hungry THEN eat: GOTO It 

One version of BASIC which comes very close to being 
structured is BBC BASIC However, it totally misses theft 
What is the point in having procedures, functions 
constructs like FOR... NEXT and REPEAT UNTIL wher. 
still has to jump over a procedure (with GOTO) lo stop il I 
inadvertently executed? Also the commands GOTO and 
GOSUB — the defame •tits ol structured programming — - are in 
the language when they should reads he redundant. 

Normally there is no provision in BASIC for named 
procedures or subroutines, so programs begin to get totally 
unreadable when there are /um/h and subroutine calls to 

And BASIC has no data type declaration facilities like Pascal 
and Forth. Programs tend to use variables of a very limited type. 
Admittedly, some BASIC variants can predefine variables to lu- 
string, real, integer or double precision. But with most popular 
home evmpuwrs. such us the Atari. Commodore 64, VIC-20, 
Spectrum and BBC. ihis is impossible. 

For mosl tasks integer arithmetic will suffice, and is usually 
much faster than real arithmetic. Bui the BBC requires a per 
cent sign after variables lo denote integers, so making programs 
even more unreadable, with ihe.se per cent signs scattered al' 
over the place. The Spectrum doesn't even have integer 

Another thing that adds to imreuda'mliiv is the us 
numbers to represent commands, as in 'FX, VDU. PLOT and 
ENVELOPE on ihe BBC and the confusing use of POKE tc 
control Ihe graphics on unexpandea i imtmudorc computers. 
What is wrong with .simple English commands? 

For Acorn to encourage the use of BBC BASIC in schools 
is totally naive, it is senseless lo promote a language which is 
both BASIC and non-standard. Why not teach Logo or P 
instead? What is this fascination with BASIC? Why don't 
people see Ihe light? 

We own Epson HX-20s and Jupiter Aces and for the A 
we have Pascal, Forth and the excellent assembler from 
Transum. To be honesi, we have hardly used BASIC for 
months. 

Our suggestion to you is to think very carefully about 
buying a decent language tor whatever computer you own. 
really is easy to use proper ianguuges provided you have an o)
